tions anuking here are amazing. As foon as they 
difplayed the ftandard of Mahomet, the people ran 
jm crowds to enlift under it ; and as the Turks rrujt 
in. the fuperiority of their numbers they refufed none, 
fa that the Porte in a little time will haye 500,000 
men ready for the field. 

‘The Grand Vizir direats all, and he has had the 
precaution to perfuade the Grand Seignior to fign 
ad order in the prefence of the whole Divan, by 
which his Highnefs declares he is perfecily fatisficd 
with the condud of ‘his Prime Minifter with repard 
the Grand Seignior ratifies the full ower he has” 
given bim; and that he commands all his fubjedls, 
of every rack and condition whatfoever, to conform 
10 his orders, and to be entirely obedient to him.— 
"hie decree was read tothe people, who applauded 
it with lively acclainations. 

We are aflured that the Grand Vizir, by the 
means of this decree, which gives him an unlimited 
power, meditates a formidable revolution in favour 
of Prince Sclim, the prefamptive heir--to the 
throne.

Bohopal on the Frontiers cf Turkey, Sept 25. A 
letter from Korfun brings the following difagreeable 
news: On the three firit days of this month, the 
Trorks made an invafion near Orlik, where they 
pillaged a number of houfes, and took a great many 

fifoners, exclufive of many thoufands of the Cof- 
fiche horfes, which they carried away. Almoit all 
the villages are deferted. None but the old and 
fick ate-to be feen. The other inhabitants are re- 
tired to the foretts. 

The Turks in the environs of Kremenfchuck, 
ef whomsthe Ruffans have never had caule to com- 
plain, have declared, that even in the prefent circum- 
ftances they have nothing to fear from them, yet 
many Coubt their fincerity.
